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U. OF CALIFORNIA GETS 
$1,500,000 GIANNINI GIFT 


The University of California is to re- 
ceive a gift of $1,500,000, to be used for 
the benefit of the farmers, fruit grow- 
ers, dairy and live stock men of the 
State, as a result of the generosity of 
A. P. Giannini, founder of the Bank 
of Italy and of the Bancitaly Corpora- 
tion, who has declined to accept an 
offer of five per cent of the profits 
earned by Bancitaly Corporation as his 
compensation for the past year and 
with which sum the Board of Directors 
of the Corporation have agreed to es- 
tablish a foundation at the University 
in honor of and as a compliment to 
Mr. Giannini. 


Announcement of this striking act 
of public service was made this week by 
James A. Bacigalupi on behalf of the 
Executive Committee of Bancitaly Cor- 
poration. The gift will be known as the 
Giannini Foundation of Agricultural 
Economics, and of the sum to be con- 
tributed $1,000,000 will go toward the 
establishment of the foundation itself, 
and $500,000 will be used to erect a 
building on the campus, dedicated to 
ways and means of relieving and im- 
proving the economic condition of 
farmers, dairy and live stock men and 
fruit growers in California. 

In announcing the acceptance of the 
gift, and the creation of the founda- 
tion, Mr. Bacigalupi said that this 
action was in recognition of the sup- 
port accorded the Bank of Italy, and 
Bancitaly Corporation by the people of 
the State of California. “The organi- 
zations founded by Mr. Giannini have 
been exceedingly grateful for the public 
response they have enjoyed,’ said Mr. 
Bacigalupi, “and have had in contem- 
plation for some time the establish- 
ment of an appropriate foundation 
which would in a measure evidence this 
gratitude. Agriculture is of course of 
primary importance to us, and the un- 
fortunate circumstances in which many 
of our farmers and fruit growers find 
themselves—through no fault of their 
own—has suggested the desirability of 
attempting a scientific study of the 
problems with the hope of finding a 
suitable solution. 

“Mr. Giannini, in honor of whom the 
gift is made, has exhibited the deep- 
est interest in the welfare of our agri- 
culturists, throughout his career, and it 
is for this reason that it is now pro- 
posed to provide an agency through 
which definite phases of the subject, 
such as farm management, marketing 
and limitation of production in various 
crops, may be analyzed, and the re- 
sults given to the growers of the State. 
By virtue of the foundation which has 
been created, it will be possible to study 
the situation relating to the production 
and marketing of prunes, peaches, 
grapes and other crops, with a view to 
determining the course that should be 
pursued in effecting more satisfactory 
conditions. This represents a contri- 
bution of real value not only to those
